AMONG THE TRADESMEN. 



Brass Mantels. — We were recently shown 
a beautiful and elaborate recess mantel. It is 
made entirely of rolled, hammered and cast 
brass, is 10 feet in height, 6 feet wide, weighs 
750 lbs., and cost to manufacture over §800. 
It is a new and original idea, being made en- 
tirely of metal, and differs from anything of the 
kind ever attempted in this country. The 
lower portion or fire-place is of hammered 
brass, satin finish, the shelf of dead brass, stud- 
ded with oxydized silver medallions and sup- 
ported by tapering oxydized silver pillars. Two 
large porcelain plaques, allegorical of day and 
night, finish the recess sides, while the under 
side of the shelf has a bright polished plate 
placed on a bevel so as to reflect the fire into 
the room. On the sides above the mantel and 
supporting two smaller shelves are pillars made 
of rich brown bronze, and back of them are cast 
brass plates cut in relief with oriental figures, 
crescents, etc., touched with gold and silver 
leaf. A large bevel edge mirror completes the 
centre, crowned by a small shelf and gallery 
suitable for holding"bric-a-brac. The part near 
the ceiling is hammered copper and Limoge 
tiles massed in panels, and placed so as to have 
the effect of shading. The whole mantel is 
divided into three separate zones or belts of 
color ; the lower or supporting zone is a strong 
electric blue, the middle one a rich bronze, 
while the upper zone shows a light brilliant 
gilt, which, with the delicate tints of the tiles, 
blend the whole mantel into a perfect piece of 
coloring. 

The mantel is finished so as to require 
little cleaning ; all that is necessary is to wipe it 
off occasionally with a soft cloth, containing 
the slightest trace of oil. 

The idea of the designers is to give an en- 
tirely new treatment to metal mantels : 

1st. By using a material which possesses 
strength, durability, and freedom from danger 
by fire. Wood is dull, lusterless, and absorbs 
light. Marble, which possesses the requisite 
quality of taking an opaque finish, is cold and 
non-reflective. 

2d. By the treatment of metal in opaque 
finish, using plain straight lines, free from the 
conventional method of casting in fret work 
and scroll ornamentations, they obtain a sim- 
plicity and beauty combined with great strength 
and boldness, which, heightened by the effect 
of gas-light, gives a brilliancy to the room un- 
equalled or unapproachable by any other ma- 
terial. 

Cabinets will always be a popular piece 
of furniture ; their accommodating powers, the 
elaboration of which they are susceptible, and 
the ease with which they may be beautified, 
are guarantees cf their popularity. The"variety 
of styles in which they are made is great, and 
all of them have, more or less, attractive fea- 
tures. Cocobola wood is the favorite, and 
amaranth, mahogany and rosewood are made 
up in considerable quantities. Walnut is 
pretty generally ignored, and all kinds of 
light wood are decidedly passe. A dealer, with 
whom we recently talked, said:— The latest 
novelty in hanging cabinets is plush covered, 
and consists of irregularly disposed shelves. 
A framework of any size preferred is made, 
and covered entirely either in plain, stamped, 
or embossed velvet or plush ; then shelves are 
added, according to desire, and covered in 
the same way. It is rare to find the shelves 
corresponding. Usually they are placed at 
angles, one below the other, but very often 
the angle varies indefinitely, and a sort of zigzag 
is maintained which is very effective. Occa- 
sionally a beveled mirror figures as the back- 
ground to such a cabinet, but it very rarely 
has doors, and is, therefore, as we have sug- 
gested, only a eabinet by courtesy. However, 
courtesy, like charity, covers a great deal, and 
under the same generic title we may consider 
the little shelves of bird's-eye maple, suspended 
from a rod and concealed by drapery, which 
serve in many modest rooms as receptacles for 
curiosities or brie-a-brac. 

Ferns may be attaehed with gum to a piece 
of white wood, and if tastefully arranged and 
framed the effect is that of a very pretty pic- 
ture.
